FORT ERIE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Library offers vast 
collection of the community’s 
history on file 


Tn 2012, a new assignment 
I came to me as an informa- 
-Ltion services assistant at 
the Fort Erie Public library: 
uploading photographs 
from our Louis McDermott 
Collection to the local history 
page ofthelibrary'swebsite, 

The task would consist 
of scanning photos, editing 
them, gathering available 
information and then 
uploading them. 

I knew this would be a big 
job, but I had no doubt that 
it would be an important 
one. The job soon grew 
to include more than the 
McDermott Collection 
photos. The library had 
a wealth of old Fort Erie 
Times photos waiting to see 
the light of day. 

Four years and more than 
four thousand uploads later, 
the library’s local history 
offerings have expanded in 
very interesting directions. 
In 1985, area students were 
tasked with interviewing 
local seniors regarding the 
Fort Erie of their youth 

My grandfather, Bill 
Lewis, was interviewed and 
I And many of his com¬ 
ments funny. There were 
over 100 interviews, and 
topics included transporta¬ 
tion, schools, churches and 
Erie Beach. Online access 
to oral history is a work 
in progress, but the tran¬ 
scripts are available at the 
Centennial branch for in- 
house use and enjoyment. 

History is about interpre¬ 
tation. Studying history at 
Brock, I came to understand 
that this subject is about 


much more than memo- 

events. Compilations like 
the McDermott Collection 
are great because they are 
the point at which interpre- 

Professors emphasized 
the value of the primary 
resource because the 
information comes right 
from the source and is not 
slanted by bias. Moreover, 
students learn to interpret 
history on their own. And 
that’s what our resources— 
the McDermott Collection 
in particular—are meant to 

pure information about the 
past for others to interpret, 
to reach their own conclu¬ 
sions. Menus from historic 
restaurants or bulletins 
from the funerals of notable 
Fort Erie residents might 
only seem like interesting 
artifacts, but they are part of 
the base of primary sources 
that help in our under¬ 
standing of the Fort Erie of 

Some of the material is 
just about fun and laughs, 
though. I've found my share 
of that in the McDermott 
Collection over the last few 

For instance, I found a 
picture of my grandfather 
and his Horton Steel bud¬ 
dies all dressed in drag in 
the 1950s, no doubt a work¬ 
place gag that he wouldn't 
have expected to have 
uncovered by his grandson 
some 60 years later. Louis 
McDermott’s carefully- 
preserved Centennial 
year beard was once part 


of the collection as well. 
(The beard has since been 
relocated to a more suitable 

I’ve worked on 40 year- 
old photos as the very 
person in the photo passes 
the desk where I am sit¬ 
ting. Of course, I bring the 
photo to their attention. 
Sometimes they recognize 
themselves and sometimes 
they don’t. In some cases, 
the person remembers the 
event in vivid detail. 

I mention these things 
because they are what you 
can And in our local history 
section and on the local 
history page of the library’s 
website. Patrons often 
notice the local history 
materials I have with me at 
the information desk and 
express an interest. Once in 
a while I’m asked A the task 
is ‘tedious! It isn’t. Local his¬ 
tory is a long term project 
that offers valuable infor¬ 
mation to the public with a 
healthy dose of intrigue for 
the researcher. 

Stop by and check out our 

history page. It’s a great way 
to create your own take on 
our town's history. Also, you 
never know what amusing 
item you might And in our 
coAection.

“We are hosting an open mic 
every Saturday until the colder 
weather sets in,” Hill said. 

He hopes that the event will 
become a long-standing tradi¬ 
tion in Fort Erie. 

“Providing a platform to the 
performing arts newcomer is a 
vital part of perfecting and hon¬ 
ing your art. The music indus¬ 


try outside of commercialism is 
saturated and gives all the more 
reason for a new artist to be 
unique and polished,” he said. 

Hill began playing music 
when he was 11 years old, and 
he was playing a variety of ven¬ 
ues in Western New York by the 
time he was a teenager. In 2002, 
Hill was nominated for an Abo¬ 
riginal Music Award for gospel 

He also appeared several 
times on Spirit Alive, a minis¬ 
try presented by Ross Mara- 
cle through Crossroads of Burl¬ 
ington and host of 100 Huntley 
Street. 

Hill wanted to follow in his 
father's footsteps, which is one 
of the reasons for hosting the 
open mic night.

keep the Native outreach going,” 
he said. 

Hill said his father’s former 
church was originally closed due 
to a declining congregation.

12 referred a commercial 
truck and trailer driven by a 
Mississauga man to secondary 

Fifteen packages of cocaine 
were found hidden inside the 


trailer's refrigeration unit. 

The 50-year-old driver was 
arrested by the RCMP. “This 
interception demonstrates 
that CBSA officers are 
committed to stopping illegal 
activity at our borders and 
to protecting the safety of 
our communities," said Rick 
Comerford, CBSA spokesman. 

Since January 2015, more 
than 192 kilograms of cocaine 
has been seized at CBSA 
ports of entry in its Southern 
Ontario Region, which includes 
Niagara border crossings.
